LETTER FROM SERJEANT HANNA, K.C, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Str,—As the Kennel Club has published 

its decision as to the statue of the ivish 

Kennel Club, and has refused to enter into a 

reciprocal agreement similar to that made 

with other Dominion kennel authorities, the 
matter is now open to discussion in the Press. 

The substance of the decision is that the 
Irish Kennel Club should not be recognised 
uptil the exhibiters in Northern Ireland 
agree to come under it, but in the meantime 
those associated with it should not be put 
om the “black et.” ! 

This has been considerc? by the Executive 
Council of the Irish Kennel Club, and they 
have asked me to yoic@ their view that the 
decision is illogical, undignified and unjust. 

The facts are as follow:—Following the 
political Treaty of December, 1921, the Irish 
Kennel Club was formed to control kennel 
matters in the Free State. In February, 
1922. we asked the Kennel Club to enter into 
a reciprocal agreement, a copy of which ap- 
pears at the end of this letter, as with other 
countries and Dominions. We were told that

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Ireland has won freedom, but her work 
is not finished. She must defend that 
freedom if she is to enjoy its frnits, and 
in the effort she must rely altogether upon 
her own patriotism and constancy. We 
endorse Mr. Cosgrave’s tribute to the 
appeal, or warning, which Mr. Thomas 
Johnson uttered yesterday in Dail Eireann. 
Through its leader Irish Labour has 
spoken in terms which ought to sober 
many violent, if sincere, minds and to 
dispel senumber of mischiévous illusions. 
Labour is the most “advanced ” of all the 
Irish parties which have accepted the Con- 
stitution of the Free State, and it is not 
yet satisfied that Ireland has won a fuil 
measure of political liberty. It perceives, 
however, that idealism may be pursued to 
ruinous extremes. It is not prepared to 
sacrifice the nation’s very existence for the 
sake of any form of government, There- 
fore, it ranks itself to-day with the vast 
majority of Southern Irishmen against 
‘the destroyers of the public peace. 
That, through Mr. Johnson's lips, is Irish 
Labour’s message to the Irish people. The 
‘Free State, with its Constitution, its 
machinery, and its Government’s pro- 
gramme, is the only possible basis of 
national order and progress. Destroy it, 
and its place must be filled immediately 
by a welter of anarchy, Its enemies are 
acting to-day as if they were more anxious 
to destroy Ireland than to win their cause. 
Their war, as Mr. Johnson said, has 
become a war upon the social fabric. Ii 
they should succeed, they might call the 
resulting solitude a Republic, but a soli- 
tude it would remain. Labour refuses to 
connive at this policy of suicide. Mr. 
Johnson warns the extremists that their 
campaign of ruin must be defeated at any 
cost. He invokes all the forces of Irish 
democracy to the support of a cause which 
is wholly and vitally its own. 

Everybody wants peace—hopes for it, 
dreams of it, prays for it. There are men 
in Southern Ireland to-day who gladly 
would make the sacrifice of Curtius if such 
an act of self-immolation could bring the 


revival of trade and of any beginning of 
a national policy of reconstruction. The 
present conflict is sending young Irishmen 
to bloody graves and old Irishmen into 
exile. It is dividing families, killing in- 
dustry, creating habits of recklessness and 
idleness that must handicap the country’s 
progress for a long time. It entails the 
maintenance of an army which has cost 
seven and a half millions in the current 
year. lis bill for compensation awards 
represents nearly the total amount of the 
heavy deficit in the Free State Budget. 
We cannot wonder that proposals for peace 
81] the air, that the peace-makers are im- 
patient of delay, and that many of the 
Government’s supporters fret when it 
dashes their optimism by a cold repetition 
of the only possible terms of peace— 
namely, complete submission to the State a 
authority by the present ememies of the 
State. These people ought to recognise 
that, personally, the members of the 
Government have at least as much to gain 
from peace as any Irishman who does not 
share their virtual imprisonment in Upper 
Merrion street. The Government sees, 
however, that an inconclusive peace—a 
peace of compromise—would mean only a 
prolonging of the national agony. How- 
ever hope or casuistry might cloud the 
issue, that issue sooner or later must 
emerge in its original nakedness. There 
can be no settlement with Great Britain, 
and. therefore nó real settlement or pro- 
gress in Ireland, save on the basis of the 
treaty which created the Free State. 

We hate the crimes and follies of the 
Republican campaign, but we bear no 
malice against any Irishman. The “ ex- 
Unionist’’ and unrepentant Imperialist 
can take, perhaps, a more impartial view 
of the present situation than is possible 
for any of those former comrades in arms 
against England who are now so bitterly 
divided. We, who held always that good 
laws ought not to be broken merely 
because they were British laws, can appre- 
ciate the moral confusions which have re- 
sulted from the opposite contention. It 
has increased the Free State Government's 
difficulties by helping many Republicans 
to convince themselves honestly of the 
justice of their cause. We desire most 
earnestly, therefore, that peace, when it 
comes—as it must come—shall- be a 
triumph, not of the rifle and machine gun, 
but of patriotism and common-sense. We 
hope that all Republicans will make haste 
to recognise the accomplished fact of the 
Free State—to realise that by further re- 
sistance they will be dooming themselves 
and their country to misery for the sake 
of an impossible ideal i“ they will make 
that decision now, Ireland can have peace 
before St. Patrick's Day.

France’s Isolation. 


For nearly nine weeks now the’ French 
have been in ovcupation of the Ruhr 
Valley, and it seems that their operations 
have not yet been concluded. Almost 
every day they occupy some new town or 
village, extending and tightening their grip 
on Germany's: jugular vein, while their 
spokesmen become more and more urgent. 
Speaking at Disseldorf on Thursday, 
General Degonutte said that the French 
Army had no intention of quitting the 
occupied territory until the reparations 
bill was paid im full. In that event it 
will. have a long stay. According to 
our Disseldorf Correspondent, the French 
have got less than one-eighth of the 
coal which they would have received 
under the normal deliveries of pre-invasion 
days; and there seems to be very little 
hope of an improvement in the hear 
future. Both Genera] Degoutte and his 


[political chief, M. Poincaré, however, 


seem to be quite well satisfied with 
the situation. They have dug themselves 
in, and are prepared to remain in the 
Ruhr Valley for an indefinite period. 
In the meanwhile the policy of coercion 
is being pursued with relentless logic. 
During the past nine weeks some three 
thousand officials have been expelled on 
‘various pretexts from the Ruhr Valley. 
pe Sane ee including the whole 
force at Dortmund—have been disarmed 
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peace which is a condition precedent cf any’ 


the world—is suffering severe privations. 
No fewer than 200,000 workers in the Ruhr 
Valley have been thrown out of employ- 
ment and are receiving doles from Berlin. 
General Degoutte asserts that the security 
of France is at stake and that the 
victory of her policy is assured... He may 
be right, but the very vehemence of his 
protestations suggests that he is not very 
happy about the outlook. If the French 
Army in nine weeks has not been able to 
break the resistance of the people of the 
Ruhr Valley, how does it propose to break 
it now? Every kind of coércive measure 
has been applied in vain, and we fear 
that General Degoutte is destined to learn, 
as other soldiers before him have learned, 
that the most perfect military machine is 
virtually useless against a determined and 
a well organised civil population. Even 
Italy, who at first approved of the Ruhr 
adventure, is beginning now to realise that 
e French military hegemony would be 
almost as bad for Europe as a German 
domination. France is isolated morally 
just as completely as General Degoutte 
has succeeded in isolating the British 
troops in Cologne. 


Rural Libraries. 


The ninth annual report of the Carnegie 
United Kingdom Trust was published 
yesterday. The Trust, as all know, is 
concerned for the most part, though not 
entirely, with the foundation and mainten- 
ance of free public libraries. In Ireland 
the problem confronting the Trustees has 
been the development of a sound system 
of rural libraries. The British Acts which 
set up the county as the rural library 
unit do not apply to Ireland, and the two 
new Governments have still to pass appro- 
priate legislation by which a system for 
sapporting rural libraries out of public 
moneys can be devised. At present only 
three counties—Antrim, Donegal and Wer- 
ford—have schemes in operation. The low 
rateable value of all save one or two 
favoured boroughs is another feature that 
in Ireland increases the difficulty of main- 
taining free library facilities out of public 
moneys. A conference will be held in 
Dublin during the coming summer, when 
the whole question will be thrashed out 
by the Trustees and librarians. The report 
shows that in the past year the three Irish 
counties received grants of £2,750, £2,250 
and £500 respectively. A grant. of £1,064 
was made also for the purpose of trans- 
forming the Harcourt street (Dublin) Book 
Repository into a Central Library for 
students, from which serious readers in 
rural areas can be supplied with text and 
reference works. Other activities of the 
Carnegie United Kingdom Trust cover the 
encouragement of music and child welfare. 
Under the former heading it appears that 
two Irish churches, both in Tipperary, 
received grants for organs, while Black- 
rock received a small grant in aid of a 
play centre It is in regard to public 
libraries, however, that the Trust can do 
most for Ireland, and we hope that early 
and adequate legislation will follow such 
schemes for the setting up and maintain- 
ing of rural libraries IR coming con- 
ference may adopt.

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A Plague of Elephants. 

The Lake Leopold texidn of the Belgian 
Congo is being laid waste by a plague of 
elephants, and the imhabitants of any 
country that at the moment is being laid 
waste by a plague of anything will feel 
much sympathy with them. Like a lion 
among ladies, a plague of elephants is a 
dreadful thing. There is no smacking 
them into oblivion with a gauze “ swatter, 
and it avails nothing to pepper the orchard 
with buckshot in an effort to persuade 
them to depart. When the elephant, 
presaging imminent poverty, comes in at 
the door the intelligent native goes out 
through the window—and steys out. 
Reports from the Congo declare that in 
this case the natives positively refuse to 
assist in chasing away the intruder. They 
sit supinely by, laying odds on the white 
men or on the elephant according to their 
fancy. The reason for this unusual apathy 
is, apparently, that a dead elephant h 
no message for Mambo Jumbo, King of 
the Congo, or for his dusky retainers, since 
the proceeds, according to the law there 
unto appertaining, go to the State or to 
the white man who first saw the elephant. 
The native makes no profit; and so he 
says to the white man, with true 
Equatorial politeness: “ Your elephant, I 
think!” The moral is obvious. Be fair— 
or go where there are no elephants. Sub 
stitute for elephants troubles of any sort 
and the analogy is complete. If we have 
treated the natives kindly, they will help 
us to exterminate the monsters. If we 
have been greedy, the neighbours will 
remain supine while the elephants eat us 
out of house and home.

THE IMPORTANCE OF HUMAN 


INTEREST. 


Professor G. A. J. Cole, D.Sc., F.R.S., de 
livered a lecture on “Geographical Methods” 
at a meeting of the Irish Geographical Asso- 
ciation in the Royal Irish Academy premises, 
Dublin, yesterday. There was also a paper 
read by Mr. W. F. Butler, M.A., on “The 
Position of Geography in Irish Schools.” 
Professor J. Cooke, M.A., M.R.LA., presided. 

Professor Cole said that geographical teach- 
ing must begin with an appreciation of our 
position on this small globe, and particularly 
of the position of the country in which our 
lives are spent. Hence a certain amount of 
what was called physical geography must 
underlie all geographical teaching. Land 
forms and the relations of various countries 
to the great air currents and other climatic 
features of the globe could be dealt with as 
they arose in descriptive lessons. 

University stady under a professor who had 
travelled widely would enable the teacher of 
an Intermediate school who came up for 
training to appreciate a wide outlook on the 
earth. Just as a teacher of chemistry was 
provided with materia! for his laboratory, so 
a teacher of geography should be afforded 
facilities for travel. 

In conclusion, Professor Cole said that the 
human interest should never be divorced from 
the teaching of zeography. 

Mr. Butler, in the course of his lecture, 
said that, so far as Irish schools were con- 
cerned, geography was regarded by many aa 
a most unpopular subject. Certainly it was 
one of the stiffest subjects taucht, and it was 
not being taught on modern lines.

YO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. — 

Sin,—As you have referred prominently in 
your leading columns to my action at the 
general meeting of the Roya! Dublin Society 
yesterday, and attributed that action to op- 
position to science or scientific research being 
promoted by that body, allow me to say that 
such is not the case. May I explain my atti- 
tude on the occasion and the reasons under- 
lying it? I never presumed to object to science 
being advanced, aided, assisted and promoted 
in every possible way by the Society. But | 
did venture’ to object to the funds of the 
Society; at a time when it is not too flush of 
money, being spent’ upon matters connected 
with radium, as, under the financial circum- 
stances of the Society, 1 thought it was an 
object that was beyond the resources and 
outside the original purpose, powers and scope 
of the Society; and it is clear that the state of 
its finances did not certainly allow of such an 
extraneous experiment. 

Some years ago, when the Society was in 4 
very parlous condition (and it yet, according 
to Professor Joly’s statement, has a deficit of 
£5,000), a Committee of the Council was con- 
stituted and appointed by that body, “under 
the presidency of Mr. Wrench, to examme mto 
and report upon the finances and what reforms 
and economies were necessary and advisable. 
This Committee gave much time and great at- 
tention to the matter. They examined al! the 
officials, had a shorthand writer taking notes 
of the evidence,.and they drew up an elaborate 
and an excellent report. Among the many 
useful reforms they unanimously suggested was 
the abolition of the Laboratory as being un- 
necessary in view of the many excellent ones 
then in the city. This report was never com- 
manicated to the general body or printed ip 
its reports, although I frequently at each of 
five successive annual meetings asked íor .its 
ublication or communication to the general 


When, however, the report wae communi- 
cated to the Council, another Committee was 
at once, appointed by it,. consisting of six 
gentlemen, ander the presidency of Sir N. 
Everard, and. that smaller body recommended 
that the Laboratory should be continued and 
reconstituted, and that a Curator should be 
appoitited thereto at a salary of £800 a year. 
The advertisement for this new office was 
issued and only inserted in a relatively obscure 
scientific London paper. Before the appoint- 
ment was made, at a general meetin called 
attention to the matter, and [I only added then 
that before such an expense should be in- 
curred, considerinig the very exiguous atate of 
our fimances—the Society being - several 
thousands then in debt—the whole matter 
should be referred to the genera] body of the 
subscribing members and their express consent 
and authority obtained to this abnormal ex- 
penditure. Í considered that it was beyond 
the power of the Council to create a new office 
and one noe eee to it so large an ex- 
penditnre as p galarv, The £800 
a year paid to the Curator does not mean the 
entire expense of the new office; there must 
be other expenses for an assistant (if any) and 
for equipment, We do not know yet what 
the entire expense of the radium depart- 
ment is, as the accounts concerning it (for 
the first time published this year) were ad- 
mitted by everyone at yesterday’s meeting 


and we were promised further details next 
year. | 

The report of the Radinm Institute com- 
prises 15 pages of the general report as issued, 
and it is melancholy reading. In the 14 
months it dealt-with 8,272 milligrams were 
issued to 20 users and hospitals and 132 
patiente treated. ‘‘ Of 65 treated '' {says the 
report) “for malignant disease, 9 were ap- 
parently cured, 15 were much improved, 1! 
somewhat, 5 no improvement, and 18 died and 
11 lost sight of.” These results may, or may 
not, be satisfactory. I do not presume to 
judge, but this is the result of the 14 
months’ operating and expenditure.
